The official announcement that the

111., June 12— Fees col- 
lected by the Secretary of State In 
the first five months of 1030 ahow an 
Increase of $1,730,297.15 over the 
same period last year, the account- 
ing department of Secretao' of State 
William J. Stratton's office announc- 
ed. 
^Total colloctiona up to May 31 this 
yc-ar were $17,781,291.11 as compar- 
ed with $16,053,994.69 for the same 
period of 1929. 

The collections of the automobile 
department alone aggregated 1517,037.- 
425.73, an Increase of $1,043,077.18 
over the first five months of last year. 
Collections of the corporation de- 
partment were $096,498.38, an In- 
crenae of approximately $100,000. 

The large increase In the collec- 
tions of the automobile department 
rpHults from the purchase of license 
plates for 66,941 more automobiles 
tlianweVe" operated In the state" last 
year. Practically all of these may be 
classed as new cars.

When bouse cleaning 
Is over, the average man breathes a 
sigh of relief. And (be iioniemakei', 
yoji run lie certain, vlsuull:tes wltli a 
pecniinc droad a llioiough liouse 
cleaulng. .Mentally she experiences 
(he 1)11 re lloors and skctcliy meats and 
the weurlsomeness and tired back of 
past house cleaning days. She quite 
forgets that bouse cleaning today Is 
not nearly so wearisome nor so ardu- 
ous as in (lie days of tbe shutofT 
parlor and Inise burner. 
' Planning and doing housework Is 
maiie more easy by conveniences and 
facllUles unknown a decade ago. Per- 
haps due (0 (be fact that (he male 
element has nut viewed tlie peri- 
odical house cleaning with any de- 
gr(,*e of- satisfaction or welcome. It 
Is men ivho have devised machinery 
that bus been of uiinust Incalculable 
benellt to tlie housewife In house 
cleaning times. 

The real secret of easy house clean- 
ing lies In having efltclent tools wl(b 
widch to work and a systctnutlc al- 
tbougb tlexllile bouse cleaning plan. 
Tiiese give tite homenuiker a feeling 
of readiness to commence tbe house 
cleaning and eliminate timt subcim- 
sclous desire that so often nuinlfests 
Itself (o wait audi tomorrow. 

In most liomes the vacuum cleaner 
occupies the post of duty held for so 
many years by the broom. This prac- 
tical unit of luiusebold etiulpmcnt nut 
only saves the labor of at least one 
person during liousc cleaning time, 
but Its ease of operation and thor- 
oughness in cleaning arc a genuine 
boon.. Tills Is especially true where 
women utillice the attachments that 
accompany inodern vacuum cleaners. 

At house cleaning tlipe the modern 
liomcmaker In nddKlou (o her elec- 
trical cleaner has a whisk broom und 
dust pan, a dust niop. a long handled 
wall-brush and a stepludder that locks 
nulomailcally. Slic also has a gen< 
erouSN^mppiy of cheese-cloth for dUMt* 
ing anch polishing, a chamois, scour- 
ing powders, soap and soap tlakes.- If 
tlie water supply Is hard, she also has 
several packages of u water soften- 
ing powder. Soft water readily 
cmulsllies soap, maUlng cleaning much 
easier, because tiie tlioronghly soapy, 
solution more readily *'cuts** grease 
und ilirt. Fnrthernuire, soft water Is 
easier on the hands and doesn't 
bardon llieiu as does hard water. 

Tlie hi'Sl )vay to get the bouse 
cleaidng done ipilckly and easily is 
to systematlTie (lie Job. It Is u good 
Idea to go through tbe bouse wltb 
pad and pencil, noting tIte various 
things to lie done, and the order In 
which they can be done the easlesL 
In bouses of more tlmu one story. It 
Is usually, convenient to commence 
cleaning at the top of the boubo and 
work down to the basement. If the 
liome, iK-cupIes pne Moor, It Is^belter to 
work from ihe front toward the back. 

If outside help Is called In for the 
heavy work. such, us cleaning rugs, 
washing windows,- pol.lshing wood- 
work and Moors, the various tasks 
should be completed one hy one. How- 
ever, If the work must bo done by tbe 
boniomakor Iicrself only ^vicli work as 
can easily lie accompllslfed' during a 
(kiy should bo planned for one day.

today, tlie practical and easy way Is 
to clean and put a single room In or- 
der each day. It is not necessary to 
do everydilng all ut once. Many wom- 
en will appreciate (Ids plan of doing a 
single room at u time, because It com- 
bines a nundier of light tasks with a 
few heavy ones. This Is not so fatigu- 
ing as spending an entire day clean- 
ing and polishing Moors, or some other 
heavy (ask. and, best' of all; when one 
room at u time Is cleaned and put In 
order, (here Is no general upheaval 
of Oie house and "there is n bed tff 
sleii) In at night." 

The work Keenis to proceed more 
smoothly on the one-room schedule, 
if tlie curtains are removed and 
washed first ; next may come the 
cleaning and putting of closets, dnuv- 
ers, or cupboards In' order; then 
cleaning pictures and bric-o-brac. 
After iliese minor things are, out of 
the w»y, the celling may be dusted 
with a long-handled brush. Then the 
rug, heavy draperies, upholstered 
furniture or mattresses may be 
cleaned with the vacuum cleaner with- 
out removing them from tlie room. 

If tlie woodwork Is paiuled. It 
siiouid be washed with soap and wa- 
ter, then rinsed with clean water ami 
dried Immediately with u soft cloth. 
For natural ttnlshed woodwork and 
wood furnKure, a good combination 
cleaning and iwHshlng preparation 
often gives better results (ban pollsli 
that merely oils over the soiled wood. 

Tbe vogue for lacnuered ware pro- 
vides nil easy way to rennlsji furni- 
ture that nuiy be chipped or scarred. 
Instead of ialjorlously coaxing it back 
to life by repeated polishing, the 
housewife will Und It easier and more 
salisfaclory to treat It with a cout or 
two of quick dt-ylng lacquer. Thus It 
can be adapted to room color scliemes 
and (he fre.slily lacquered pieces will 
have x\ pleasing (ouch of newness. 

Somewliere In the course of house 
cleaning must come (he cleaning of 
the beating system. According to the 
Holland Institute of Thermology of 
Holland, .Allcli.. the heating system 
sltould be tlioroughly cleaned nt least 
once each year for three cardinal rea- 
sons, namely, economy, safety and 
cleanliness. It does nut take iiiucli 
soot to deprive a heating plant of a 
great deal of Its healing eflkiency. 
(iovernuH'nt engineers have' found 
tlirougb careful tests that one-eighth 
Inch of soot on the heating surface 
of a furnace will reduce the plant's 
ettlelency -■'» uor eent or more, and 
the 'aMUiKinB revelation was made 
that one-tpiarter Inch of soot will cut 
a plant's heating eindency nearly 50 
per cent. It is quite obvious that u 
tliorongb cleaning will be (he meojis 
oX saving considerable money. 

The second ftictor Is the safety fac- 
tor. Most home fires are due to de- 
fects In the chimney and In the line 
pipe. Chimneys settle, their linings 
disintegrate and becotnc cracked. The 
sulphurous gases and extreme heat 
variations cause furtbor''^damagd. In- 
cluding disintegration of mortar Joints. 
The result Is that sparks often find 
tbolr wily through tliese cracks Into 
the framework of the house. Tlie flue 
pipe leading from heating plant to the 



chimney lieconies corroded and rusted 
and dolled with holes through which 
sparks may Ilnd their way into the 
basement. 

Thirfl, althougii luit a small portion 
of/the dirt tliat tlnds Its way Into (he 
bo^Si^^^comes from the heating plant, 
about 25 per cent, according to engi- 
neers wlto have siudled (he subJeH. It 
Is, of. course, hlgldy desirable that 
even this be eliminated, which clean 
lng''*(lfies. Ubvloitsly. tlie thing (o do 
Is to liave the heating plant cleaiUMi 
The best way. according to (he Hoi 
land InRtI(u(e, is (he vacuum cleaning 
way, K Is (lie rleanes( and mnsi 
tborougli method ever devised. 'I*iie 
vacuum cleaner fm- cleaning furnaces 
Is a giant among vacuum cleaners. In 
fact. It Is BO big (lia( It must he 
(ransported to (he Job mounted <m ii 
specially designed iiiolor (ruck. K Is 
equipped with n powerful suction fan 
operated hy an Individual motor. This 
big cleaner Is connected with openings 
In the heating system and to tlie 
ci'bnney by means of a long Ilexlble 
pipe. With the placing of (he suction 
fan In operation, (he powerful suction 
draws every hit of soot. du«t and din 
from every part ol (be lieating plant, 
even tliose nooks and crannies wbici) 
arc; so dIMIcuK to clean by band. 

The soot and dir( drawn from the 
heating system Is immediately blown 
Into a dirt bag. This dirt bag is .«ev 
erai (lionsund (lines larger than (iiat 
a((aelied to tlie ordinary household 
vacntim cleaner. I( Is Ai) fee( long and 
wlien inllated stands about sis feet 
lilgb. All the dirt and soot goes Into 
this big dirt hag witli<au a hit of dust 
getting Uito* (lie hascitient or on (lie 
liiwn. In fact, (lie laundress or even 
(he decorators may ho at wtak in tbe 
house while the lu'ating system Is be- 
ing cleaned" by the vacuum method 
widi no detriment (o their work. 

Itesponslble operators of equiiuneiii 
of this sort make n thorough exam 
illation and test of (lie heating plant 
and chimney. Tbe cleaning is so tlior- 
ougbly done that (he operators are 
able to easily locate any defects ibai 
may Imve developed In the chimney 
or elsewhere In (he beating system. 
Of course, the practical thing to do is 
to have sucb defects remedied ere seri- 
ous trouble develops. Most heating 
troubles are due to poor draft and 
tbe simple and easy solution Is thor' 
oiighly cleaning of the beating sys- 
tem. Recause of the sixe of tbe 
chimney opening, the flue pipe and 
the Interior of (he headng liysteni. It 
Is advisable to employ tbe use of 
cleaners that are equipped witb a 
large, powerful sucdon fun opera(ed 
by Its own power unit. Kqnlpment of 
tbis sort assures a tborongh, depend- 
able cleaning Job and that Is what tbe 
housewife wants. 

A gratifying feature of bouse clean- 
ing today Is that what were formerly 
the most laborious ta6ks can now be 
done witli the aid of machinery. Mod- 
ern household equipment brings new 
ways to do old tasks and If hoiuemak- 
ers win take advantage of these 
tljltij^s.'and win hove the heating sys- 
tem thoroughly cleaned, tbey will have 
cleaner homes all the time.

TO CLEAN UP POULTRY 
FLOCKS AT ILLINOIS 
STATE INSTITUTIONS 



Springflold, 111., Juno 11— Poultry 
Hocks, at all state Institutions in tho 
northern half of Illinois are to un- 
dergo a rigid Inspection for tho de- 
tection and elimination of all speci- 
mens that nro not true to type for 
tho breed and variety they represent, 
and for the removal of all that re- 
veal indications of common poultry 
ailments. 

This movement , according to tho 
chief pouUryman In tho department 
of agriculture, E. G. Horner, Is a step 
in tho development of efficient farm- 
ing at the Institutions maintained by 
tho state. Following tho policies 
outlined by Governor Brandon, Is 
exerting every effort to efTect econ- 
omy in the production ot tho food 
supplies for patients at state hospi- 
tals, for* convicts In the penal in- 
stitutions and other wards of Illinois. 

On tho basip that selective breed- 
ing Is essential to successful hus- 
bandry, the poultry chief plans to 
cull out the unworthy specimens. 
Later, veterinary talent In tho ani- 
mal industry division of the depart- 
ment of agriculturo will ho engaged 
to test tho flocks for the detection 
and elimination of avian tuberculosis. 

Officials of the department of pub- 
lic welfare state that poultry is an 
important Item In the relations of 
tlio Inatilutions population. Further- 
more, the work of caring for the 
fowls affords beneficial employment 
for a number of the Inmates. 



New Laws in Eight 
States Protect Autoist 
From "Thumb Tourist" 



Chicago, 111., Juno 11— Eight statoa 
In recent years have adopted legis- 
lation which bars guests In automo- 
biles from suing tho car owner in tho 
event of accident, unless the Injury 
ur death was Intentional on the part 
of tho car owner or caused by his 
reckless disregard for tho rights of 
others, according to tho legal de- 
partment ot the Chicago Motor club. 

Tho states which have enacted 
Bucli a law are California, Connecti- 
cut, Delaware, Indiana, Iowa, Mlchl-' 
gan,* Oregon and Vermont. It was 
pointed out In the legislatures of 
those states that "thumb tourists," 
or hitch lilkers, had found dt lucra- 
tive to sue those car owners who 
gave them a rldo during which an 
accident pccurred. Tho Injury to 
tho "guest" was often slight, if any, 
but ho was frequently aided In his 
efforts - to collect by unscrupulous 
lawyers. 

"At the present time, the drlver'^s 
liability for his guest or guests Is 
one thing in some states and entire- 
ly another thing In otlior states," 
tho motor club lawyers pointed out. 
"This chaotic condition, we believe, 
will eventually be rectified by other 
states taking action similar to that 
of the eight states mentioned."

The Phoenician 
woman's Jaw, with the fnlse teeth. Is 
now preserved In the Louvre. In Paris. 
The two right Incisors are reprtjsented 
by artlllclal (cclh. held In place nnd 
bound' to each other liy gold wire. 
The wire has tieen drawn through 
careful perforations In the arlllirlal 
teeth. Although the Egyptians plo- 
neerod In treatment or many dlseaHod 
conditions of the ttody. this sort ol 
dental replaccmeni npparently was 
never devised by Egyptian physhliuis 
TlnMisands of mummies, repie.'^fnilng 
7,0IM| years of life In Egypt, have 
been exumloed, but uu clout urliieuce of

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Ants Not Only Gather ' 

but Even Grow Grain 

Did you know that among these 
wonderful Insects called "a people" by 
Solomon, there arc some who are ex- 
pert farmers? 

These ants — there are two species- 
collect tho seeds of various plants In 
autumn and store .them In granaries 
underground. Some special treatment 
by the ants binders tho germination 
of the seeds, though they are In a sit- 
uation favorable to sprouting, and 
when tho ants aro ' prevented from 
having access to their granaries, ger- 
mination takes place almost at once. 
Nothing Is done to sterilize the seeds, 
for when It salts their purpose a por- 
tion of tho stock Is allowed to sprouU 
but only under control, as a maltster 
sprouts his barley, aulllclently to cause 
tho transformation of the seed's 
starch Into the sugar. Koot nnd stem 
arc then bitten off nnd tlio seeds are 
dried in tho sim for use as n food. 

Several Indian ants have similar 
habllH. hut tho go-nlicad agricultural 
ants of Texas and Florida have Im- 
proved- upon the ancient methods of 
the Old-world lmr\'ester3; the Ameri- 
cans not only harvest grain, but grow 
It llrst. On an area of about four 
yanls In diameter 'surrounding tho 
main entrance of tlieir nest they ex- 
terminate with their Jaws every plant 
other llian the sivcailed nnt rice, which 
thus becomes a pure crop, and. In tho 
aliseuce of all competltlun, nourishes. 
These ants have also a clear Idea of 
the Importance of facilitating trans- 
port by making broad, straight roads 
through the hush and keeping them 
clear of encroaching weeds. Some of 
their grain stores are said to bo at u 
depth of 15 feet below tlio surface, ap- 
parently in order that seeds simll not 
bo subject to the inllacnce that nor- 
mally brings about germination when 
they wish. These agricultural anta 
havo two classes of workers— major 
and minor— the majors conspicuous 
owing to their big beads and capable 
Juws, with which they crack the luxrd 
grain for general consumption.- P. U.

has recently found It 
send a punitive cx- 
ncross tho border that 
lies between Indo-Cblna and 
China because of tbo activities of 
Chinese Communists along the fron- 
tier. 

The expedition operated from Tong- 
king, northernmost of the French coast- 
al colonies, bat tlio step was taken as 
a protection for tho wliole of French 
Indo-Chlna, that stretches from the 
southeastern corner of Asia some 800 
miles to the north 'and northwestward. 
It is a sizable empire which France 
controls there in Asia, either by out- 
right possession or protectorate— 
SCn.OOO square miles, an area almost 
exactly the size of the state of Texas. 
The region is, however, much closer 
to the equator than Texas, occupying 
a position corresponding to that of 
southern Mexico and Central America. 
Thus the French Asiatic empire Is 
wholly wltliln the tropics and In a 
region of heavy rainfall. 

The units of French Asia are Cochin 
China, In tbo extreme south; Cam- 
bodia. In the southwest; Annam, 
stretching along most of the eastern 
coast; Laos, inland and to the north- 
west; and Tongklng, filling the nortii- 
em end of tbo elongated territory and 
extending from the coast Inland for 
200 miles. 

Annam Is lesa completely under 
French control, omclaliy. than any of 
the other states with which it Is asso- 
ciated in tiie territorial group known 
as French Indo-Chlaa. It 1ms Its own 
emperor and la listed aa a protector- 
ate. But Annum and the twelve mil- 
lion people of Annamese blood really 
constitute the chief factor In this re- 
gion of French Influence. In few 
places are the old forms of oriental 
magnificence maintained as completely 
as In -tho imperial establishment at 
Hue, the capital of Annum. Until 
recently the palace was forbidden 
ground, and it is stUl far from easy 
to obtain access. 

Inside the palace walls Is a rich- 
ness and an elaborateness seldom en- 
countered outside fnlry tales and the 
settings of extravagant stage presenta- 
tions. There are picturesque gardens; 
paved courts, where on occasion the 
ten thousand mandarins of Annam 
strike their foreheads In unison on tbo 
ground before tho emperor; dim cor- 
ridors of countless columns with their 
huge perfume burners sending up con- 
tinual clouds of Incenso; and exquisite 
rooms of Intricately wrought cenimlcs 
and gold and silver. Opening Into the 
emperor's state rooms Is the great 
Golden Door, through which, la addi- 
tion to the sovereign, only the extraor- 
dinary ambassadors may pass^ 

Lavish festivals and displays take 
place within this fairyland of luxury. 
The most charming and characteristic, 
perhaps, aro the children's ballets. In 
which scores of dainty, costumed 
youngsters go through elaborate stops 
and postures with bright fans In their 
bands nnd a lighted colored' lantern 
attached to each youthful shoulder. 
Hue Itself Not Beautiful. 

Outside the paloce enclosure Hue 
l3 loss appealing.* The "metropolitan 
area" of tbo City Is In large part a 
collection of native villages clustered 
In tho shadow of the great palace- 
citadel walls. Across the river Is tho 
French residency with Its Gallic- 
western atmosphere. For a long time 
Hue was little known, and as tho 
seat of an Important country its size 
was exaggerated. Its population Is 
only about GO.OOO. 

Tho town Is In n tropical region In 
a latitude corresponding to tbo south- 
ern extremity of Mexico. It lies near 
tho mld-polnt of the long double- 
cun-lng coast of French Indo-Chlna, a 
few' miles from the sea on the Hue 
river, IJailt on a flat, the city Itself 
has little beauty of form or setting; 
but It would be dlfllcult to find In tbo 
tropics more beautiful environs than 
It possesses. Only n few miles away 
nlso the mountains from which the 
Hue river, flows, and even closer arc 
lower wooded hills and valleys. Num- 
erous vlllagea aro all but bidden In 
n mantle of green: palms, l?amboos, 
nnd scores of tropical vines and 
shrubs. Curofully kept paddy fields 
alternate wllh wild regions ot undei^ 
bush, nnd scattered about the country- 
aldo aro Innumerable graceful pagodas. 
Tbo most remarkablo featuro of Hue 
aro the famous tombs of tbo kings, 
which lie In tho charming pine nnd 
banyan-covered valleys and hllla n few 
miles from tho city— truo cities of tho 
dead, far moro attractl=To in setting 
than that of tho living. For each de- 
parted ruler of tho past several cen- 
lurlca n largo area has been dovcl- 
ODCHl as a rcstloe place and memorial 
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for himself, his wives, children onfl 
servants. These developed areas are 
In two parts. Ono Is a beautiful 
group of gardens, lakes, summer- 
houses and a memorial hall. The lat- 
ter is fitted with tho furniture from 
the departed emperor's apartments. 
Tbo second part Is a vast enclosure 
near-by, usually a series of terraces 
above liie gardens, In some unmarked 
spot of which the body of tbo emperor 
lies. The reigning emperor visits each 
of these garden-tombs of his ancestors 
annually and makes obeisance to their 
spirits. 

The notable structures and gardena 
extend from the end of tlio Elglit- 
eenth century to the present. The 
earlier of these are exceedingly ela- 
borate and have much in them to ro- 
mind one of Fontalnebleau and Ver" 

saillcs. 

Cambodia's CapitaL 

Strikingly different from Hue U 
Pnompenh, capital of Cambodia. It 
lies on the route to the famous rulna 
of Angkor and Is better known to 
tourists than some of tho larger cap- 
itals of Indo-Chinn. 

The palace of tbo kings of Cam- 
bodia Is not elaborate. Tho royal 
dwelling place. In fact, la n series of 
ratlier modest buildings, not richly 
adorned without or within. Greatest 
of the palace slgbU Is a life-size gold 
statue of Buddha In a room whoso 
floor is of silver tiles. 

Five or six hundred female retainers 
occupy the royal colony, among whom 
are tlie dancing girls. They, In their 
golden gowns, royal Jewels, and tiaraa 
that resemble miniature carved 
steeples, have becomo famous for 
their charm and grace. 

Near-by Is the Khmer museum with 
a collection of sculptured stones. Im- 
plements of war and Jewelry; tho 
weather-beaten royal pagoda, and an 
ancient temple approached by a long 
flight of steps with a stone railing 
representing Naga, the sacred seven- 
beaded cobra. Tails of the sacred 
reptile adorning the roofs of some of 
Pnompenh's buildings resemble 
crooked liglitnlng rods on American 
farm bouses. 

The one thoroughfare of Pnompenh 
that has a right, to be called an ave- 
nue leads from the palace to the pub- 
lic park. Two hotels bordering It 
offer excellent accommodations for a 
small Eastern city save for their or- 
chestras that dispense Impossible noc- 
turnal Jazz. The rest of the street la 
cluttered up with open-front native 
shops, some of which make an attempt 
lo duplicate French pastry. Now and 
then tlirough a vacant space one gets 
a glimpse of n garden spot a block 
or two In the background -whore a 
French colonial ofllclal lives In a pala- 
tial homo amid broad lawns and 
flowering trees. 

Hanoi, the "Paris of Asia." 
Tho administrative center of all 
French Indo-Chlna. and tho capital aa 
■well of Tongklng, Is Hanoi which 
has been dubbed "tho Paris of Asia." 
It bears many of tho earmarks of tho 
European capital. 

A modern train brings you Into a 
modern railway station at HanoL 
There you may hall n shiny new 
French-made automobile with a French 
chaufTeur, In a tour of tho city you 
ride along wide streets and boulevards 
bearing French names and pass Im- 
posing French buildings, and spacious 
parks where stroll French women and 
men; some of the latter dressed In 
the natty blue uniforms of the French 
army. 

In tho business district, Parisian 
gowns are displayed behind plate- 
glass show windows. French theater 
fronts blazo with gaudy signs to at- 
tract patrons. Parls-Uko sidewalk 
cafes Invite passorsby lo imbibe their 
favorite beverage while molodloua 
strains from a French orchestra filter 
through the open windows of a French 
restaurant. 

Now and then you bump over street 
car tracks. You notice tho absenco 
of peculiar oriental city odora because 
of Ilanol'a modem sewago system; 
you feel free to drink tho city water 
bccauBo of tbo excellent water supply 
system; and at night the strcota are 
bathed In light from thousands of 
electric bulbs. Tho Botanical gardens 
and Zoological park are additional re- 
minders of tbo French capital about 
■7,000 miles away.. 

Tho French quarter la farthest from 
tho right bank of tho Rod river on 
which Hanoi Ilea about SO miles froni 
tho sea. A lake, surrounded by 
promenades, scpiirates thla quarter 
from the native quarter which begins 
on the congested riverside. Onco In- 
side the narrow byways of the native 
quarter, It Is easy to forget the west* 
ernlzed portion pf the city. 



The Arma of the Venua di Milo 

THAT the Venus dl Mllo. undoubt- 
edly the most beautiful statuo In 
tile world, unco liad arms is apparent 
from tho must superficial glance, but 
in what position they were sculptured 
and wluit Iiociime of ihem are my»* 
terles which take first rank among tho 
secrets of the art world. 

Some experts, basing their state- 
ments upon accurate nieusuremenis ot 
tho stumps nf tbo missing anas and 
the nmnner In whicli the muscles ap- 
pear along the back of the statue, 
claim that tho right arm was grace- 
fully posed and attached m the dra- 
peries around tlie waist, while the left 
arm was raised at tbo shoulder ami 
bent at the elbow— suppiislllnns which 
are supported by the meager reports 
concerning the statue when It was flrst 
illscovercd on the iHlund of Melos In 
the Mediterranean. 

liut the flrst of the mysteries con- 
cerning the Venus Is connected with 
the origin of the statue. Who was 
the sculptor? It Is dnubtfal If thla 
win ever be revealed for, while It baa 
evidently been hurled for some L'.UOO 
years and It bears truces of the char- 
acteristic handiwork of any one of sov- 
erai famous Grcek_ sculptors, tlie Iden- 
tlty of the man who made It will re- 
main forever a secret unless somo 
unsuspected evidence is discovered, 
throwing light upon tills question. 

The modern history of the Venus 
goes back about a century when Yor- 
gos nottonla. a peasant living on the 
Island of Melos, wus working In a 
Held on tho side of a mountain. I5ot- 
toala was quarrying some stone and 
accidentally came ncross a species of 
vault. Excavating further, he was 
amazed to discover the figure of a , 
woman, larger than nature and radi- 
ant Willi the beauty of tho ImmortiJa. 
Who bad sealed her there? Why, 
for some twenty centuries, liad that 
marvelous form been a captive of tho 
dark, standing motlonlesg and unhon- 
ored? Had the statue beea stolen and 
fttcreted or had it been Iildden In or- 
der to save it froai the bands of van- 
dals? Tlicse questions, like llie others 
which concern the Venus of Melos, 
must also remain unanswered. 

When old Yorgos found the staiutr^ 
or so the story goes- It was compicto 
and unharmed. What was more, It 
was made of two superimposed blocks. 
Joined at the waist, while the left arm 
could be detaclied from the slinulder 
to which It was cunningly Uxed by an 
Iron tenon. 

Shortly after the discovery, however, 
a French vessel stopped at the Island 
of Melos and a young ensign stiiriert 
on a lour of discovery for something 
out of the ordinary. He heard of tho 
Venus and at once sought out Yorgos, 
A bargain was struck and the statue 
was lo pass into the iiands of the en- 
sign as soon as he could produce tho 
purchase price agreed upon — a sum 
absurdly small when the real value of 
the statue is considered. The French 
vessel then sailed for Constantlnoplo 
where tlie French ambassador was in- 
formed of tlie treasure and, in a few 
days the secrotiiry of the embassy was 
sent to Melos to complete the trans- 
action. 

When be arrived he found that tho 
primates of the Island bud arranged 
to present the statue to a certain 
Greek prince, whom they desired to 
placate. A French warship bad been 
dispatched lo Melos to liring llie statuo 
away with it but, when she anchored 
In the harbor on May 2:t, IS'-^), a Greek 
ship flying the Turkish flag was al- 
ready at the dock and a party of 
Greek and Turkish sailors were pre- 
paring to load the statue on the Greek 
boat. Both French and Turkish sail- 
ors were landed and a light ensued for 
possession of the treasure, the French 
being victorious. 

When the melee was over and tho 
French vessel sailed for PIraons, It Is 
said that the Venus bore Irreparable 
wounds. But this is part of tlio se- 
cret wldch surrounds the statue for, 
as the story of the affair did not come 
to light until nearly half a century 
later, the details could never be sub- 
stantiated and there Is more than a 
suspicion that the statuo was broken 
during its trip on the warship and 
that the story of the light was con- 
cocted In order to explain tlie misliap. 
In fact, the only undisputed points 
about this famous statue are that It 
was discovered on Iho island of Melos 
nnd that It now stands, broken but 
magnlflcent. In the place of honor In 
the Louvre at Paris. All the rest la 
conjecture, rumor and mystery.
